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Claim 

1. An aqueous patch comprising: 

a substrate, onto which an adhesive layer in a suitable size is adhered; 

an aqueous medicament layer in a size of slightly smaller than that of the adhesive 
layer wherein a layer of waterproof glue is adhered to the bottom surfaca ox x^e 
layer' and then the layer is adhered to the center of the adhciive layer to -iaov 
area of the adhesive layer, which is larger in size than that of the m«d!cani*^;;;it - . 
and surrounds the medicament layer, not to be covered; 

a protective film, which is removable and covers the top of the aqueous medicamf^r i 
layer; 

a opening adhesive tape, which is adhered to the side of the protective film and is 
close to the edges; 
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a pair of overlapping coversheets, both sheets include a removable film on the 
bottom surface, overlap each other at the inner ends on the top of two sides of the 
construction of the combined layers, and are adhered to the area surrounding the 
adhesive layer, and wherein at the bottom of the overlapping side of the lower 
coversheet, an adhesive area is provided to allow the adhesive area be adhered to the 
opening adhesive tape.

Fig. 1 shows a schematic diagram of the construction of a conventional oil-soluble 
patch. 

Fig. 2 shows a schematic diagram of the construction of a conventional aqueous 
patch. 

Fig. 3 shows a schematic diagram of the construction of a conventional OK Bandage. 

Fig. 4 shows a schematic diagram in exploded cross-section of a preferred 
embodiment of the aqueous patch according to the invention. 

Fig. 5 shows a schematic diagram in composition cross-secticn of a preferred 
embodiment of the aqueous patch according to the invention. 

Fig. 6 shows a schematic diagram of use of a preferred embodiment of the aqutoViS 
patch according to the invention. 
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
